Spring  surveys  indicate  tha,t  the  Hessian  fly  is  seriously  infesting 
vv’hea.t  in  the  central  and  southern  counties  of  Kansas  and  parts  of  Oklahoma 
Very  serious  injury  to  ¥neat  in  northea.stern  Virginia  is  also  reported,  so 
serious  that  fa.rmers  now  contemplate  plo\-.ing  out  the  wheat. 


The  green-oug  situation  is  rather  serious  in  Oklahoma,  Infestations 
have  been  prevalent  all  winter  and  hut  little  pa.ra.sitism  has  been  observed 
so  fan.  No  liea.vy  flights  have  been  observed,  however.  This  insect  is 
also  reported  as  abundant  nean  ’.'i  chit  a Palls  and  Pent  on,  Tex, 


The  peach  borer  has  appeared  in  a nursery  in  Los  Angeles  County, 
Calif.  Inasmuch  a.s  this  pest  is  not  established  in  this  county,  an  eradi- 
cation campaign  has  been  inaugurated. 

The  vegetable  weevil  is  again  doing  serious  damage  in  southern 
Mississippi . 

The  seed  corn  maggot  is  being  reported  as  seriously  damaging  truck 
in  Mississippi,  and  with  the  cold,  late  spring,  there  is  a possibility  of 
successive  outbreaks  of  this  insect  northw'ard. 

An  interesting  note  on  damage  to  sweet  potatoes  in  storage  has 
been  received  from  Mississippi,  recording  the  grading  out  of  40  per  cent 
of  a 4,400  bushel  crop  of  sweet  potatoes  because  of  damage  by  wireworms.

Brood  II  of  the  periodical  cicada,  the  first  large  brood  recorded 
from  the  Middle  ihlantic  States,  is  due  to  appear  this  spring.  This 
brood  occupies,  in  general,  the  territory  iromediahely  east  of  Brood  I, 
few  rahher  doubtful  records  have  been  made  from  Indiana,  Illinois,  and 
Michigan,  which  certainly  should  be  confirmed  or  disproved  this  year. 
Owing  to  the  fact  that  it  occurs  throughout  the  densely  populated  region 
of  the  Middle  Atlantic  seaboard,  it  is  one  of  the  best  recorded  broods  of 
this  insect. 

This  brood  was  known  by  Fitch  as  Brood  II  and  by  alsh  and  Riley 
as  Brood  VIII  and  later  by  Riley  as  Brood  XII.  It  is  now  generally  ac- 
cepted as  Brood  II,  following  Marlatt,  The  brood  has  been  definitely  re- 
corded since  1724  in  Connecticut  and  since  1775  in  Nev;  Jersey.

C*  E*  Sanborn  (March  20);  The  Hessian  fly  was  exceptionally 
abundant  last  fall  and  practically  all  ’'dieat  in  the  in- 
fested area  sown  early  was  badly  infested^  some  of  it  to 
the  extent  that  it  w^s  plowed  uiider,  'vheat  sown  after 
the  date  vrhich  we  es^blish^d_as_-  a fly-f  ree  date , 0 c t ober 
12,  ^.'as  quite  generally  free  from  infestation.  So  many

destroyed  by  frost  the  weevils  have  concentrated  on  the  ni^t- 
shade  at  the  rate  of  30  weevils  per  plant  iii  the  most  out- 
standing instance.  The  weevils  will  not  breed  on  ni.Atshade 
but  v/ill  liwe  for  som.e  time  on  it,  (March  13):  The  pepper 
weevil- ^7PS  found  in  all  stages,  eggs,  larvae,  pupae,  and 
adults  on  bell  peppers  at  Vista*  Larvae  and  pupae  were  found 
also  at  Hillsdale  20  m.iles  east  of  San  Die'go,  These  bell 
peppers  are  known  as  winter  peppers  and  arte  plants  that  have 
survived  the  winter,--  They  are  cut  back  and  the  new  growth 
produces  a new  or  second  crop.  The  pepper  weevil  may  over- 
winter in  large  nuinbers  on  these  plants.
